Multi-Million-Dollar Project May 


Eventually Cover 900-Acre Site 


Plans for a multi-million- 1 yon and Corte Madera Grade 
dollar residential development, 
part of which will be compar­ 
able in cost and planning to 
the Kent Woodlands area, were 
announced today by George 
Goheen, Mill Valley developer 
and builder. 
Goheen said his plans call 
for annexation to Mill Valley of 
about 600 acres, including view 
property in the Warner Can- 


area. 
Eventually he plans develop­ 
ment of 300 more acres lying 
to the north and west of this 
area, and reaching as far as 
Kent Woodlands. 
Of immediate concern is the 
annexation of approximately 
106 acres that lie between the 
Corte Madera Grade and the 


JUDGE TO DECIDE 
Wife-Slayer Suspect 


Waives Trial By Jury 


In an unexpected turn of 
events, murder suspect Robert 
Burdette Rogers of San Ga­ 
briel today agreed to waive 
a jury trial and let the judge 
decide whether he is guilty of 
manslaughter or second de­ 
gree murder. 
Rogers, 37-year-old contract­ 
or, is accused of the fatal 
shooting of his estranged wife, 
Bertie, 35, at a San Rafael 
home last August. 
One 
hundred 
prospective 


jurors were waiting in the 
courtroom of Judge Jordan L. 
Martinelli this morning when 
the case was called for trial. 
Assistant Dist. Atty. Roger 
Garety and defense lawyers 
Gregory Stout 
and 
Charles 
Hollopeter discussed the case 
in chambers with the judge 
and came out with these stipu­ 
lations: 
Since both sides are in ac­ 
cord on most of the facts of 
the shooting, both agreed to 
waive a jury and submit the 
matter to the judge. The case 
will be heard tomorrow' at 10 
a.m. by Judge Martinelli, w'ho 
will decide whether Rogers is 
guilty of second degree mur­ 
der or manslaughter. 
Second degree murder car­ 
ries a penalty of five years 
to life in prison. 
Penalty for 
manslaughter in this case is 
one to 10 years in prison. 
Garety said the stipulations 
provide that the judge cannot 
find the defendant innocent, 
nor can he find him guilty of 
first degree murder. 
Rogers contends that he was 
trying to frighten his wife into 
returning to him and his fam­ 
ily when the rifle he carried 
accidentally 
discharged. 
He 
said his wife had threatened to 
leave him in favor of another 
man. She w as shot in the back 
of the head.

Goheen has developed large 
tracks in Mill Valley. His con­ 
struction company has erected 
hundreds of homes. 
He said he does not plan to 
build all the homes in the area, 
but will build a few model 
homes 
He said he has discussed this 
matter informally with city of­ 
ficials, and will take the plans 
to the .planning commission 
formally in two weeks. 
Goheen said he will seek an­ 
nexation of the 106 acres so 
development can be started in 
the spring, and will discuss 
possible annexation of the re­ 
mainder of the property later. 
The Warner Canyon area to 
be developed will be an exten­ 
sion of Scott Highlands. The 
other area is known as the old 
Dollar property. 
“The idea eventually is to get 
all that property which is in 
the drainage area of Mill Valley 
annexed to the city,” Goheen 
said. 
He said a subdivision map of 
the 106 acres has been pre­ 
pared. and a preliminary map 
on the remainder of the prop­ 
erty has been drafted. 
He said sites in the Corte Ma­ 
dera area will sell for $6,500 
to $8.500 and will have a size 
minimum of 10,000 square feet. 
Some sites will be an acre. He 
said riding trails and green- 
belts will be developed. 
Goheen added that an at­ 
tempt will be made to impose 
restrictions such as architec­ 
tural conven ants. No commer­ 
cial area is planned.

Torches Neighborhood 


CHICAGO (A*)—A cargo plane, a fire warning glow­ 
ing on its instrument panel, plowed into a string of 
dwellings in rainy darkness today and caused at least 
nine deaths. 


Killed were the crew of three aboard the Trans- 
World Airlines Constellation, and six residents of homes 
drenched with blazing high octane aircraft fuel. 


At least 11 persons were taken to hospitals for 
treatment of injuries. Four persons were reported miss­ 
ing, but officials were unable to say whether they were 
included among the unidentified bodies. 


The plane, from New York and Philadelphia, crash­ 
ed three blocks from the southeast corner of the nation’s 
busiest airport, a square network of runways and termi­ 
nal buildings on Chicago’s Southwest Side. 


TWA in New York said the plane had landed in 
Chicago, -discharged cargo and

School Tax 
Vote March 1 
In Sausalito 


Trustees of the 
Sausalito 
School District last night set 
for March 1 an election to de­ 
cide whether the present tax 
rate should be continued for 
another three years after the 
expiration ' date of June 30, 
1960. 
The basic tax rate is $1.75 
per $100 of assessed valuation. 
The district also levies an 
18-cent tax for bond redemp­ 
tion, and a 10-cent tax for 
teacher retirement funds. 
It 
does not have a community 
service tax. 
Supt. Marcus F. Davis said 
the money is needed just for 
continued operation of schools. 
Unless voter approval is re­ 
ceived for extending the $1.75 
rate, the basic tax rate will 
drop back to 90 cents per $100 
valuation as of the next fiscal 
year. 


Frederick 
Dies; Judge, 
Civic Leader 


Former 
Judge 
Frederick 
John Crisp, for 70 years a San 
San Anselmo resident and a 
leader in civic, county and 
church affairs, died in a San 
Francisco hospital yesterday 
afternoon at the age of 78 after 
a long period of failing health. 
Funeral services will be at 
10 a.m. tomorrow' at the First 
Presbyterian Church, San An­ 
selmo, of which Crisp was for 
years a ruling elder, largely 
responsible for its site choice 
and construction. 
Inurnment 
will be private, directed by the 
Chapel of the Hills. 
Born in Melbourne, Austra­ 
lia, on May 11, 1881, Crisp was 
brought to the United States 
as a small child by his parents. 
Edward and Eliza Crisp. After 
first settling in San Francisco 
the family moved to San Ansel 
mo and built a home at 76 Ross 
avenue. 
As a boy, Fred Crisp watched 
construction of several build­ 
ings of the San Francisco Theo­ 
logical Seminary, the chapel of 
which was to 'become San An- 
seimo’s F i r s t Presbyterian 
Church where he was to be a 
ruling elder for many years. 
He was graduated from San 
Rafael High! School, where he 
played football, and was a 
member of the class of 1905

Tam Trustees 
Delay School 
Bond Election 


The Tamalpais Union High 
School District board last night 
voted indefinite postponement 
of a $6,210,000 school bond 
election which had been called 
for January 26. 
The action climaxed a lively 
special meeting at which sev­ 
eral would-be citizen campaign­ 
ers protested that nine weeks is 
not sufficient time to put over 
a bond issue of such magnitude. 
Their opinion, wag shared, by 
many in the audience of about 
40. 
The bond money would fi­ 
nance expansion of Redwood, 
Tamalpais 
and 
Sir 
Francis 
Drake high schools and possible 
purchase of new sites. Dis­ 
trict officials believe the 11 
per cent annual enrollment in­ 
crease experienced in recent 
years is, destined to continue. 
Among those who urged post­ 
ponement of the election was 
Mrs. Russell R. Klein of Kent- 
field, roost vocal member of 
last night’s audience. 
“I believe we will face cer­ 
tain defeat if we go to the 
electorate with a six-million* 
dollar bond issue in January,” 
she declared. 
An. election in May was urged 
by Mrs. Klein and Mrs. Benja­ 
min Dreyfus of Mill Valley, 
president of the Tamalpais 
High. School Parent - Teacher 
Assn. 
“We really need a year, but 
we can’t wait that long,” said 
Mrs. Klein.

70 CASES IN 3 WEEKS 
Outbreak Of Measles 


Hits Tiburón Pupils 


An outbreak of measles—70 
cases in the last three weeks 
—has hit Tiburón. Dr. Carolyn 
B. Albrecht, county health of­ 
ficer, disclosed today. 
The victims are all 
school 
children, and most of those 
stricken have had gamma glo­ 
bulin,, which modifies the sev­ 
erity of the disease, Dr. Al­ 
brecht said. 
Supt. Paul R. Stouffer 
of 
Reed School. District said ab­ 
senteeism was not extreme in 
any one school. 
There 
have 
been cases of measles since the 
first day of classes this year, 
he reported. 
Dr. Albrecht said measles is 
a disease that runs in cycles. 
Tiburón has had very few cases 
in the last three years, and a 


susceptible populat io n h as 
grown up, she said. The high 
incidence 
apparently 
repre­ 
sents the introduction of the 
measles virus into this suscep­ 
tible population, Dr. Albrecht 
explained. 
She observed that 1956 had 
been a “high” measles year for 
the county, with .1,434 cases. 
In 1957 there were only 114 
cases, and in 1958 there were 
624. This year, through Nov. 
21, there have been 712 cases. 
Dr. Albrecht commented: “It 
looks as if measles is starting 
earlier than usual, this year.” 
The 70 cases in Tiburón were 
reported in the list of commun­ 
icable diseases in the county 
for last week, but represent a 
three-week period, the county 
health officer said.

State Details Program 


For Novato Freeway 


An agreement for a six-mil- 
1 ion-dollar free way progra m, 
through Novato and at the 
Black Point cutoff on Highway 
101, was presented to the Ma­ 
rin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors today by the state Division 
of Highways. 
The program calls for a com­ 
plicated traffic interchange at 
Ignacio and a freeway follow­ 
ing the present route of High­ 
way 101 through the center of 
Novato. It proposes a highway 
elevated on a dirt fill from De- 
Long avenue to 600 feet north 
of Olive avenue in Novato. 
R. Arthur Hayler, district 
highway engineer, said the plan 
is being presented to the super­ 
visors now for their considera­ 
tion “because it has been so 
long in preparation we feel we 
should get it out as soon, as we 
can.” If the supervisors want to 
delay any decision on the plan 
until after the January election 
on Novato incorporation, “we 
won’t object in any way,” Hay­ 
ler said. 
If the Novato incorporation 
proposal is successful, the new 
city rather than the county 
would sign a freeway agree­ 
ment with the state. 
The mile and one-half section 
of the freeway through Novato 
would cost about three million 


dollars for construction and an­ 
other million dollars for right* 
of way, Hayler estimated. II 
would include two overpasses 
One would diagonally conned 
Diablo avenue on the west with 
Machin avenue on the east. The 
other would be located aboui 
a quarter mile north of the 
Atherton, avenue intersection. 
There would be a north 
bound on-ramp at Atherton, bul 
no south-bound entry at thal 
point, 
The raised portion of the 
freeway would be approximate 
ly half a mile long and 20 feel 
high. It would be pierced bj 
two underpasses, one at Granl 
avenue and the other at Olive 
street. However, there woulc 
be no interchange structures ai 
these points. 
Hayler said a proposal to con 
struct a concrete structure ir 
place of the earth fill woulc 
add about one million dollar! 
to the cost. 
“Businessmen would like the 
space under a structure foi 
parking,” he noted, “but w<

As the proposal now stands, 
most of the bond money—$4,- 
342,000—would be used to com­ 
plete Redwood High .School, 
now equipped to house 1,200 
students and designed for ex­ 
pansion to an ultimate capacity 
of 3.000. 
Additional facilities proposed 
for Tamalpais and Sir Francis 
Drake high schools would re­ 
quire $774.000' and 
$ 195.000,, 
respectively. Another $790,000 
in bond money would be ear­ 
marked for school site acquisi­ 
tion and or development, while 
$109,000 would be for expan­ 
sion of the district office and 


corporation yard on the Red­ 
wood campus 
“If we tell the people the 
story of our need and they 
vote it down, that's all right 
with me,”' said McGill. “I 
don’t want to lose, though. 
Don't get me wrong.” 
Carlisle said the proposed fa­ 
cilities 
would 
provide class­ 
rooms housing about 150 addi­ 
tional students 
at Tamalpais 
High School, 1.800 at Redwood 
and none at Drake. This, he in­ 
dica ted,, would raise the total 
capacity of the three schools 
from 4.148 to about 6,100.

Army Sergeant Denies 


Intending To Defraud 


Army Sgt. 1/c Zenas A. Fag­ 
nan, charged with illegally col­ 
lecting $1,898 from Hamilton 
Air Force Base' and other Air 
Force and Army bases, testified 
yesterday that he never intend­ 
ed to defraud the Army. 
“I started drinking and 1 
had family troubles. 
It was 
always my intention to repay. 
I figured that so long as I was 
in the Army, the Army would 
get the money back,” he said. 
Fagnan pleaded innocent to 
all charges at his Presidio of 


San Francisco trial before a 
general court-martial. 
He admitted under cross-ex­ 
amination, however, that he 
was AWOL and therefore not 
entitled to the “casual pay” 
he collected against his regular 
paycheck. 
The charges against Fagnan 
include three counts of collect - 
ting a total of $260 at Hamil­ 
ton.

Tract Hearing 
Belvedere Properties Inc. 
last night agreed to a time ex­ 
tension to Jan. 18 of the Belve- 
d e r e Planning Commission 
hearing of its application for 
development of the Belvedere 
Island western shore tide­ 
lands.

After a huddle 
with the commission and the 
three developers, Howard and 
David Allen and Russell Rice, 
it was agreed that the block 
would be redesigned to provide 
the equivalent open spaces for 
light, and air as would be pro­ 
vided if there were intersec­ 
tions in its 4,300-foot length.

SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
If there had been any doubt as 
to the strong hand Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown was taking in 
setting policy for the admin­ 
istration of California’s alco­ 
holic beverage control indus­ 
try, it was dispelled hastily at 
hearings in Sacramento last 
week. 
Thomas W. Martin, ABC 
chief since Brown assumed 
office (who is expected to re­ 
sign about Jan. 1), disclaimed 
personal responsibility f o r 
adoption of a rule setting up a 
one-mile limit around cam­ 
puses of colleges and univer­ 
sities. No liquor licenses will 
be issued within that limit ex­ 
cept for such premises as 
could make a showing that no 
students would p a t r o n i z e 
them. 


FOR PRACTICAL purposes 
this, will limit licenses in the 
one-mile dosed areas to an 
exclusive apartment hoiel and 
a furniture m art in the Los 
Angeles area. 
The legislature had approv­ 
ed a bill earlier this year to 
remove the mileage l i m i t s 
around the colleges and uni­ 
versities, which bad ranged 
from one and one-half to three 
miles. No one expected this 
would result in wholesale is­ 
suance of licenses near the 
schools. 
However, it was agreed gen­ 
erally during the committee 
hearings th a t-th e coming of 
the 
automobile 
(especially 
since so many college students 
own them) had made any mile­ 
age restriction rather out-dat­ 
ed. If students want a drink 
during’the day, they can drive 
outside the limit in a m atter 
of minutes. 


THE LEGISLATORS, espe­ 
cially those who had handled 
the bill, were somewhat taken 
aback then when Brown sign­ 
ed the bill into law, only to 
have Martin adopt a new rule, 
restoring part of the mileage 
restriction which t h e new* 
legislation removed,.. 
At a hearing of the senate 
Fact Finding Committee on 
Business and commerce in the 
•late capítol last week, Sen. 


Eugene McAteer (D-San Fran­ 
cisco), author of the legisla- 
tío n, expressed dissatisfaction- 
with the new rule. 
Martin responded that it 
had been the governor’s do­ 
ings and not his. In fact, Mar­ 
tin. said, an agreement had 
been made 'before the gov­ 
ernor signed the bill into law 
last July that the rule setting 
up the one-mile limit would be 
adopted. 
Under administrative pro­ 
cedures of the department, it 
must give due notice of intent 
to adopt rules, and hold pub­ 
lic hearings. Martin had given 
this notice and held well-at­ 
tended pubic hearings in Sa.fi 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 


IT WAS A LITTLE strange, 
following this d e m o c r a t i c 
process, to find Martin saying 
that Brown had decided on 
the rule, not only before the 
hearings were held but before 
the legislation was signed into 
law. 
Gov. Brown, no doubt, will 
gain friends among the tem­ 
perance followers in. the state, 
by this disclosure, but it’s 
doubtful h o w m a n y n e w 
friends he won in the legisla­ 
ture with it.

It came after the board had 
spent an hour listening to 
Redwood parents, fuss about, a 
m atter they deemed of vital 
importance to senior students: 
Where to hold the Redwood 
Senior Prom. 
That monumental question 
disposed of, the board mem­ 
bers settled down to hear a 
comprehensive report on the 
district mathematics program. 
It should be noted parenthet­ 
ically that when this educa­ 
tional m atter was taken up, 
the Redwood parents w e r e 
conspicuous by their absence. 
They had evacuated the board 
room en masse after settle­ 
ment of the Senior Prom con­ 
troversy. 


RETURNING TO OUR story 
if any of the trustees thought 
they were going to relax while 
the math teachers spoke, they 
were sadly mistaken. 
As Charles Kurtz, chairman 
of the Redwood math depart­ 
ment, began a dissertation on 
“The Laboratory Method and 
Mathematics,” he handed each 
'board, member some paper 
and a pencil and started giv­ 
ing orders. 
First he directed them to 
draw lines, eventually to form 
a right angle. Then he told 
them, to add lines forming 
units to build a spiral which 
could be carried to infinity 
and, simultaneously, give the 
square root of each segment 
of the spiral 
'The trustees obeyed (or 
tried to) as Kurtz, standing at 
the blackboard, shot them a 
properly professorial glance. 
“And that, gentlemen,” he 
exulted when they had. finish­ 
ed, “demonstrates the eternal 
beauty of the Pythagorean 
theorem!” 
“Whew!” said trustee Bill 
Lewis, who had long ago put 


down his pencil a n d w a s 
watching the blackboard with 
fascination. “Do you give pri­ 
vate lessons — to adults?” 
"That was a breath, of fresh 
air!” gasped Chairman Del- 
man Smith, alluding to the 
Senior Prom c o n t r o v e r s y 
which had raged earlier. 


IN MORE SERIOUS vein, 
the math teachers, a m o n g 
other things, outlined the six 
major objectives of the “mod­ 
ern” mathematics program in 
Tam district schools. 
* Briefly, these are: 
1. Strong preparation, both 
in concepts and in skills, for 
college mathematics at t h e 
level of calculus and analytic 
geometry. 
,2. 'Understanding of the na­ 
ture and role of deductive 
reasoning — in algebra, as 
well as geometry. 
3. Appreciation of mathe­ 
matical structure (patterns). 
For example, the properties of 
natural, rational, r e a l a n d 
complex numbers. 
4. Judicious use of unifying 
ideas: sets, variables, f u n c ­ 
tions and relations. 
5. Treatment of inequalities 
along with equations. 
6. Incorporation with plane 
geometry of some coordinate 
geometry and essentials of 
solid, geometry and space per­ 
ception. 


WHAT IS “modern” mathe­ 
matics? The teachers told the 
trustees there are many defi­ 
nitions. They quoted Harold 
Bacon, professor of mathe­ 
matics at Stanford University, 
who said “modern” math is 
“concerned with new or dif­ 
ferent names for f a m i l i a r 
things, and much of it is con­ 
cerned. with stress on clarity 
of language and understand­ 
ing of concepts. . . 
Besides Kurtz, the math de­ 
partment presentation w a s 
given to Tam trustees by 
Thomas Edwards, and. Dean 
Potts, department heads at 
Drake and Tam High Schools, 
respectively, and Harold An­ 
derson, R e d w o o d m a t h 
teacher.

He has lost the 
support and the respect of 
most of the moderate, demo-1 
crati cal ly-minded p o l i t i c a l 
leaders of other Latin Amer­ 
ican countries. 


OBVIOUSLY Castro needs 
a scrapegoat and the bigger 
the scapegoat the easier for 
him to think he can escape re­ 
sponsibility for his own mis­ 
deeds. For his purposes there 
is little to be gained from 
ranting at his neighbors, but 
•he can, 'for a time at least, stir 
up the dust by ranting at big 
bad United States and blam­ 
ing us for the troubles he has

BETTER. THAT we should,

Conant Report Discussion Topic 
For 14th District CCPT Meeting 


More than 150 educators and j 
P-TA officers and members 
filled to capacity the Mill Val­ 
ley Golf Clubhouse Thursday 
for an important meeting of the 
14th District (Marin and Sono­ 
ma Counties) of the California 
Congress of Parents and Teach­ 
ers. 
Highlight of the meeting that 
started at 9:45 a.m. with 14th 
Districe Vice President Mrs. 
Malcolmn Finley of San Rafael 
presiding, was the 11 o’clock 
panel discussion of “Shall We 
Agree With the Conant Re­ 
port?” 
According to Mrs. Edmond 
Gross, president of the Mill Val­ 
ley P-TA Council, which was 
host for the meeting, this topic 
was the one most requested by 
local P-TA units in both coun­ 
ties. 
Frederick Duey. Santa Rosa 
High School principal, was mod­ 
erator for the panel composed 
of Lawrence Duffield, principal 
of Analy High School, Sebasto­ 
pol; 
Donald Kreps, Redwood 
High School principal; and 
Ralph Phelps, San Rafael High 
School principal, 
Basis of the discussion was 
the Conant report, “The Amer­ 


an! under a Carnegie Grant. 
President of Harvard Univer­ 
sity from 1933 until his retire­ 
ment in 1953, Conant went on 
to become U.S. ambassador to 
the federal rebublic of Ger­ 
many. After his resignation 
from his position in 1957 he 
strated the survey of the com­ 
prehensive, peculiarly Ameri­ 
can public high school which 
offers in one school both aca­ 
demic and vocational secondary 
education for high school age 
children of one town or neigh­ 
borhood. 
In his opening remarks, Duey 
pointed out that Conant’s be­ 
lief in this type of education 
is all the m^re significant since 
he was trained in private 
schools. 
SOLIDS CURRICULUM 
Duey 
also 
explained the 
Conant report, was especially 
concerned with the academical­ 
ly talented student, a “heavy 
solids” curriculum, and high 
schools large enough (at least 
100 pupils) to offer advanced, 
languages and sciences. 
In the latter^ respect Duey 
said that 95 per cent of Califor­ 
nia’s high schools are adequate 
in size. 
Dividing Gonant’s 21 recom­ 
mendations for improving sec- 


summarized them, pointing out 
some of the problems involved 
in putting them into effect, as 
well as their own areas of dis­ 
agreement. 
According to the panel’s sum­ 
maries, most of Conant’s rec­ 
ommendations dealt with meth­ 
ods of dealing with individual 
differences, Especially to help 
the academically talented, and 
with a “heavy solids” program 
requiring four years of English, 
3 or 4 years of social studies, 
one year of mathematics and 
one year of science, (one of the 
basic ones). 
Among methods described to 
provide for individual differ­ 
ences, drawing most comment 
was the addition of a seventh 
period to the school day. The 
concensus here seemed to be 
that it would have to be stud­ 
ied in connection with each 
school, and that better solu­ 
tions might be summer school, 
the use of junior college sit-in 
privileges, and correspondence 
courses. 
At this point moderator Duey 
said that he was troubled about 
the inconsistency of adults’ de­ 
mands for ever shorter work 
hours with the opposite for stu­ 
dents, so that counting classes, 
homework, social, family and 
c h u s c h responsibilities, the 
youngsters may already have 


more than they can do. 
Questions 
a l s o receiving 
much attention were to what 
extent foreign languages should 
be offered and at what grade 
level they should be introduced, 
and the reversal of a trend so 
that the academically talented 
are now honored, with boys be­ 
ing equal in number or out­ 
numbering girls in scholastic 
honor societies. 
On the whole the panel 
agreed with most of Conant’s 
recommendations, but suggest­ 
ed there are other points of 
view and many difficulties in­ 
volved in carrying them out. 
There were a number of 
questions from the audience at 
the conclusion of the panel’s 
comments. 
Other 14th District officers 
taking important parts in the 
meeting were Mrs. Robin Gal­ 
loway of Kentfield, director of 
organization, and Mrs. Alfred 
Kaufmann of Santa Rosa, hon­ 
orary life membership chair­ 
man.

Laboratory, birthplace of the 
atom bomb. The laboratory’ 
was built by the government 
and is operated by the Uni­ 
versity of California Radia­ 
tion Laboratory. 
Dr. George M. Grover, scien­ 
tist in charge of the project, 
said the reactor being used in 
the experiment is theoretically 
capable of producing 2,000 
kilowatts in this way. This 
would be equal to the output 
of a power plant in. a small, 
town. 
The little device is called a 
plasma thermocouple. It • is a 
complicated relative of the 
thermostat on your furnace. 
Conventional 
t h e r m o - 
couples consist basically of 
two strips of dissimilar met­ 
als 
touching 
each 
other. 
When one of them is heated 
it produces a tiny electric 
current. They are used main­ 
ly at thermometers and other 
m e a s u r i n g instruments. 
Their electric output is very 
small. 
Dr. Grover’s thermocouple 
consists of the little cartridge, 
which acts as one of the met­ 
als, and a gas which takes the 
place of the other metal. The 
gas is cesium, which at normal 
temperature is a light metal 
This assembly, which formed 
a part of one of the fissionable 
fuel elements, is lowered into 
the reactor core where it is 
heated to about 3,000 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
The heat gasifies the cesium 
atoms and strips them of their 
electrons. The result is a mish­ 
mash of atomic cores and elec­ 
trons called plasma. 
Although the g.as at 3,000 
degrees is hot, it is cold com­ 
pared with the 
little cart­ 
ridge, which is made of 
uranium, carbon and a metal 
called zirconium. 
In the reactor the uranium 
undergoes fission, which raises 
the cartridge temperature to 
about 4,000''''degrees. The fis­ 
sion process produces enor­ 
mous numbers of electrons 
from the zirconium. The elec­ 
trons rush into the relatively 
cold plasma and come out of 
the assembly, as electric cur 
rent. 
Dr. Grover foresees the use 
of this process not only for 
power but also as a propulsion 
system for interplanetary vc 
hides. Hot plasma of this kinc 
might constitute jet fuel for 
a space ship that has gone be­ 
yond the pull of the earth’s 
gravitation.

Wilderness Preservation 
Opposition Dying Down 


WASHINGTON 
^—Opposi­ 
tion to a plan for preservation 
of wilderness areas across the 
nation is reported on the de­ 
cline. 
A spokesman for the Senate 
Interior 
Committee, 
which I 
plans to act on the proposal 
early next year, said today op­ 
position 
mail has dwindled 
from a tide to a trickle. 
The committee aide handling 
the legislation said he got about 
10,000 letters and postcards in 
the past session of Congress, 
and many were against the 
measure 
He 
said 
current 
mail on the subject is scant. 
An employee of Sen. Hubert 
H. Humphrey (D-Minn.), author 


of the bill, said his office re­ 
ceived “tremendous” mail last 
summer, but little during the 
congressional recess. 
He said 
about 95 per cent of the mail 
was favorable and there was 
only scattered opposition. 
The bill, co-sponsored by 18 
senators, would preserve in 
their present condition more 
than 100 wilderness areas on 
federal lands. 
It has had a thorough airing: 
The Interior Committee heard 
about 500 witnesses at hear­ 
ings in Seattle, Phoenix and 
Washington, D.C. 
The bill was revised dozens 
of times during three meetings 
of the committee after which 


final action was put off until 
1960. 
The postponement was 
at the request of Sen. Joseph 
i C. O’Mahoney (D-Wyo.), who 
was and still is hospitalized 
and wants to vote on the pro- 
! posal. 
1 
Many amendments were of- 
! fered in the hope of reducing 
! strong opposition from users 
j of federal lands who fear their 
1 work would be hindered by the 
j bill. 
| 
The users include ranchers, 
whose livestock graze on fed­ 
eral lands, and miners, irriga­ 
tors, loggers and Indians. 
The bill is getting strong 
support from wilderness, con­ 
servation, wildlife and similar 
groups. 
The bill originally provided 
for automatic wilderness area 
designation of about 50 mil­ 
lion acres in wildlife refuges, 
forests and elsewhere. 
It ha^been amended to pro­ 


vide 
that 
federal 
agencies 
would 
decide 
which 
areas 
should go into the system and 
Congress would review and 
pass on individual areas.

manufacturer. 
The listed chemicals are gen­ 
erally regarded as safe by 355 
qualified experts
